On the 1 8th. May, 1978, during the course of an expedition 
to Hardeol, Shri S. P. Mul as i, the leader of the expedition, 
fell into a dosed crevasse at camp 11, which was located at 
17,500 feet. Shri Dhoop Singh, Jemadar organised a rescue 
operation immediately with the help of the Company Com- 
mander and others. First of all* he sank ice axes into the 
snow in order to make an anchor but he himself sank deep 
into the loose snow and could not extricate himself despite his 
best efforts. After great struggle, he managed to wriggle out 
of the loose snow and took position behind the point from 
where he was already operating. He then tied a rope around 
his waist and £ave its end to the Company Commander to be 
held by him tightly. He was in an extremely dangerous posi- 
tion but did not hesitate to take the risk. He then asked the 
other members of the parly to drop an aluminium ladder and 
ropes but when this did not succeed, he asked for an aluminium 
ladder and managed to sink it into the snow upto half its 
length single handed. With this anchorage he pulled out tho 
Assistant Commander from the deep, crevasse. 

Shri Bhoop Singh, Jemadar, saved the life of the leader of 
the expedition by taking risk in disregard of his personal 
safety and thus displayed devotion to duty,

On the 6th July, 1978, one of a gang of pickpockets in a 
C.T.S. bus picked the pocket of a passenger in the bus. An- 
other pickpockets started picking the pocket of another passen- 
ger, While doing so he was caught by the passengers. A 
police Constable who was also travelling in the same bus tried 
to intervene but one of the pickpockets took out a knife and 
thrust it into his thigh. The pickpockets also assaulted another 
passenger and injured him with a knife. Thereafter, they got 
down trom the bus and tried to escape in cycle rickshaws. 
Shri Jagdish Singh, Constable, who happened to be present 
in uniform nearby heard the cries of the passengers and saw 
the pickpockets going away in cycle rickshaws. In disregard 
of his personal safely, he rushed to the vehicles and grabbed 
one of the criminals by his hair. When this pickpockets cried 
out fer help the other pickpockets rushed to free him and 
stabbed Shri Jagdish Singh, Constable, who was all alone and 
unarmed. Though injured* the outnumbered Shri Jagdish 
Singh struggled with them and tried to apprehend them but 
since they were armed he could not do so. The pickpockets 
escaped. Shri Jagdish Singh died on his way to the hospital. 


Shri Jagdish Sin^h, Constable, exhibited exceptional courage 
and sacrificed his life while discharging his duties.

On the 11th May, 1977, a police party consisting of three 
Inspectors and two Sub Inspectors (including Shri Tndra Jeet 
Singhi Teotia) surrounded the house of a dancing girl where 
Nafees, a prominent member of the notorious gang of Bashir, 
was suspected to be present With the help of a make-shift 
ladder, Shri Teotia climbed to the first floor of the house along- 
with a few Constables. Because of a cracking sound produced 
by the ladder, Nafccs grew suspicious and rushed out on-to the 
terrace of the house with his revolver. On seeing Shri Teotia 
he opened fire at him. Shri Teotia ducked and the bullet 
passed over his head. In a split-second Shri Teotia jumped 
on to the terrace of the house crawling behind a small fall. 
Nafees went on firing steadily to the last round. When Nafees 
started re-loading his revolver, his associates opened fire on 
Shri Teotia. Shri Teotia remained unperturbed and fired at 
Nafees and killed him on the spot. The associates of Nafees 
fled thereafter. I 

In this encounter Shri Indra Jeet Singh Teotia exhibited 
conspicuous gallantry and courage in disregard of his personal 
safety.

On the night of 18/ 19th May, 1977, Shri Jai Chand Singh, 
Sub Inspector of Police, Hardoi, received information that a 
gang of dacoits was likely to commit dacoity in Sardarpub 
village. He immediately rushed to the place alongwith Shri 
Mnhendra Pratap Singh. Sub Inspector of Police, one Assistant 
Sub Inspector and six Constables. After, deploying his men, 
lie challenged the dacoits. The dacoits, however, started firing 
indiscriminately on the police party. Some of the gun-sho^ 
passed close to Shri Jai Chand Singh but he remained unper- 
turbed. When it appeared tWtit the dacoits could not be 
reached or they would not be hit from the position, which the 
police officers were occupying, Shri Jai Chand Singh left cover 
and rushed Un f ards the desperades in order to apprehend 
them. Shri Jai Chand Singh received a number of gun-shot 
injuries on his head, abdomen and legs but he still pressed on 
with his mission, arrested seven of the dacoits on the spot 
alongwith the arms and ammunition, ' 

Tn this encounter. Shri Jai Chand Singh, Sub Inspector show- 
ed conspicuous gallantry and exceptional courage.

On the 28th July, 1976, Shri Surendra Singh, Sub lnspectoi 
of Police, received reliable information that the notorious gang 
of dacoit Bhagirath was planning to commit a dacoity in Aspur 
village. He collected available forces and rushed to the vil- 
lage. On reaching there, he divided the' police party into three 
groups. He himself headed the police party which took posi- 
tion on the eastern side of the house; the other police parties 
took position on the roof and die western side of the house, 
respectively. At 01.00 hours, the dacoits entered the house 
of Shri Ram Bilas Singh. Shri Surendra Singh challenged the 
dacoitsi who opened fire on the police party. Shri Surendra 
Singh and the other members of the police party also fired 
on the dacoits as a result of which the leader of the gang, 
Bhagirath, was killed. Another dacoits, Sewn Ram alias 
Pararia, who was taking aim; at the Sub Inspector, Shri R. C. 
Pandcy, was also shot dead. In the exchange of fire, which 
continued for some time more, four dacoits were killed and 
some armd and ammunitions were captured. 

Tn this encounter Shri Surendra Singh displayed the highest 
qualities of leadership, exceptional courage, complete devotion 
to duty and conspicuous gallantry without caring for his own 
life,
